April 20, 1880, 
f MX' Uai-nard: Wo can regard the 
motion- of tlio hon. raeiubcr for West 
Durlifini in no other light than a Re- 
|)udiation Hesolution. We do not take 
the exact wording of the Resolution, 
but wo go back over the conduct of 
the party in oppo.sition in reforenco to 
tiii.s matter. From the (irat discussion 
that arose in refei-ence to the adtnis.sion 
of:|_Briti.sli Columbia into tho Dominion 
w^cafi see'a"detei*minatiou on the part 
of hon. gentleffioii' opposito never to 
admit British Columbia on anything 
like fair terms: and even if wo did 
succeed in obtaining fair terms, tiiose 
terms could be broken upon tiiti first 
opportunity. Hon. gentlemen have 
asserted that fehe pcpple of Britiah Col- 
umbia have teen extremely unreason- 
able, but they have satisfied themselvo" 
with making tiie as.sertion. Tliey have 
not attemj)ted to siiow that we wore 
unreasonable. Tlie people, T think, 
under the circumstances, have been ex- 
tr|(;mely reasonable. We' regard the 
Xcrm.s ...as exceedingly liberal, and 
when .the -two or three years elapsed 
betwcon the confirmation of the.se 
terms and the resignation of the ]Mac- 
donnld Administration, wo did not com- 
plain that tho work had not been com- 
menced. Wo simply entered a protest 
to the eirect that tljo surveys had not 
been completed. Tho first move of the 
hon. member for Lambton, after suc- 
ceeding to power, was to assume that 
we were going to be hostile to him. 
He took the ground that some altcra- 
tibu'-j of ! the Terms were necessary. 
WfiL'coutended that there was no altera 
tion required, but we wore offered ad- 
ditional terms which involved an addi- 
tional, expenditure of $1,000,000. I 
was'utterely dunifounded that this ad- 
ditional taxation should l)pneccssitated 
by tho party which liad persistently 
declared that tho Ofler already made 
was so onecpus thalij Canada ooidd not 
bear it. i'regr'et-exceedingly that sub- 
sequently no iirrangeinent could be ar- 
rived at between our Government and 
the .Dominion- Cioveriinient. The re- 
sulfc.rwas tliat Elngland wa.s appealed to 
aiid'the'Carniirvoii Terms were agreed 
to, which ^3ttig.ifltaiji!tirjalH(^l§ss oner- 
ous than those formerly entered- into. 
Let .mo here, call the attention of the 
Hbu.so to .stateaients that have been 
made in reference to the value of Brit- 
ish Columbia as a country. It has 
been, asserted, oyer , and ; over again, 
tlil^t^'Gdluniljia'WRs of no yiilue' to the 
Dominion, and, in fad, %he;hon. miem- 
ber^fou.Wjest Durhiiin went so far as 
to''in'al£e the statement that the coun- 
try was utterly worthless. It was con- 
tended that British Columbia was of 
no value becauso she was not a grain- 
growing country. Now, there is a 
mistake aliout that. . There is more 
araM^dSiid in British Columbia .than 
itrf^gonerally credited witih possessing. 
We never put forward a claim that it 
is a grain-growing country. Our claim 
is that it is a mineral Province of 
great value, as will ultimately be prov- 
en. Our grain-growing section lies 
principally east of the Cascade Range. 
As was shown by the tnajj laid on the 
table of this House, a few days ago, 
which purported to exhibit the tracts 
of good nnd bad land in the North- 
West and in British Columbia; in that 
map a tract of good land, lying between 
th'§'^t^(pcj^;Mpuntain8,ftnd .the Cascade 
Range,' wail shown, which on measure- 
ment, was declared to be 20,000 acres 
in extent, in which, I take it, sufScieiit 
wheat could be grown to make an im 
portant item in the traffic of a railway. 
After my .election I obtained informa- 
tiqn ifrom every district in the province 
as to" the quantity of grain tHat had 
been gi'own in the Pi'ovince. I was as- 
tonished at the result. I found that 
ou^ farmers had raised during the year 
8,000 tons of grain, and when we 
come to consider the small number of 
farmers to be found in a population of 
12,000 or 15,000 persons, the House 
will easily understand the ground 
must have been very prolific ■ to raise 
so large a quantity. We must re- 
member also that the crop was put iii 
at a time of serious depression, for 
this House had just declared that the 
location of tho Burrard lalet route 
wai Ej:emature,.,ainiS; everything indicatr 
ed'that'tlbe ' railway would be carried 
awajr"north of all settlement. Conse- 
quently,'' each farmer, put in a limited 
number' of acres. It will hardly bo as- 
sumed ; tliat wo have now under crop 
one acre in every hundred or arable 
land we possess. Shoul^'^^ have an 
addition to our population ■ of . : 12,500 
farmers, who will cultivate eighty 
acres each — and surely this is a moder- 
ate calculation — the result would bo 
that: 80P,^000;tons of grain .would be 
raised yearly.; : Taking it- or granted 



that we could spare 400,000 tons of 
.say ono-half, for exportation, would 
that not yield to the Railway quite a 
considei'able revenue. It would go a 
long way towards paying the expense 
of that 127 miles for twelve months, and 
in fact, would very likely yield a re- 
venue. Well, now, it might bo said: "Is 
it likely that this 127 miles of road 
which simply, as it were, enters the 
country — is it at all likely that there 
is country enough through which it 
runs to raise 800,0.00 tons of grain and 
is it concentrated in such a shape that 
the Railway can take it up 1" Extraor- 
dinary as it may appear, that is a fact. 
Tho road starts at Yale, it goes 
through tho canons where there is no 
land of any account until it reaches 
Lytton. At Lytton, by taking tho 
the Frasor, and expending a few thou- 
san'd dollars in, thejmproycmoiits; of 
that river, we .sectire navigation for 25 
miles. I have tho report made to the 
hon. Minister of Public Works, a few 
years ago, dated 1875. Before read- 
ing extracts from this report, I will in- 
form the House that tlie Columbia 
Rive^isuver^ fliirylaclij' si6ua|edj tp-thei 
Praser'Biveh, krf^ Ih^t previous to ^he 
improvement of that river, it was im- 
possible to move grain to the front; 
and agriculture to the east of tlio Cas- 
cades, in AVashington Territory and 
Oregon, was, as it is with .us at the 
present time, confined to^sdppjlying the 
wants created' ' in' ''the' '^ vicinity. I 
gather the following from the Report: 
'I have tho honour to transmit hoi-o- 
with a copy of Mr. O. Wright's -Sup- 
plemoiifery Report on the big . bar 'canon 
of the Frnser Rivor,~ sbowiifg the riatiiro 
of the obstruction.s to tlie navigation of 
the river at tliat point. Mr. Wright ee- 
timatea the cost of removing rack at 8100- 
000, but I think tliat his estimate i.s far 
too high, even for work carried on so far 
in tho interior. It appears that a road or 
tramway ,CBri be biiilt from the: roach be- 
low to that above, not exceeding two 
miles in length, at a cost of about J<3,000 
to §4,000, with a good landing at each 
end. With a view to show what has been 
done in Washington Territoi-y and Oregon 
by tho improvements of tho Columbia 
river, in developing tho country, I do- 
sirod Mr. Wright to obtain some statis- 
tics bearing upon this subject, the gen- 
eral results of which I now lay before you 
for tho consideration of tho hon. Minister 
of Public Works.;; '-^ '-a "^'^ "g j ,' 
"One cannbtifail to obsorvo'^tKiTglS^ral 
simikrity botwoon the ColuihfiiaT^hnd 
Frasor rivers, in their course, nature of 
obstructions, and sourcu, as well as 
as in the fact that both plow through the 
Cnscndo Range of mountains in their pas- 
sage to tho sea. Tho upper waters of 
both are sluggish and well adapted to 
steamboat navij^tioA," ,3^*^® Columbia, 
tho first soridii8'"6bstacle"'l)(:cui^^^ 
Cascades, where a railway five miles in 
length has been built, to avoid rapids, 
considered incapable of improvement. 
Another portage occurs forty miles above 
this point, from tho Dalles to Cilito, a 
distance of thirteen miles. A railway has 
been built hero. From this point the 
river is navigable at all stages of Wi-itor to 
Wttllula, a distance of 140 miles. At high 
water, ateamors ascond 100 miles further 
to tho town of Lowiston. Largo.sums.'Of 
money have boon, and are stilrbeing,','ox- 
pendod in blasting and removing rocky 
obatructions from this river. Prior to 
tho improvement of tho navigation of tho 
river and tho construction of tho two 
railways before mentioned, freight was 
carried from Portland up ' to Wallula at 
§100 per ton. There was no freight down- 
wards, as the rates were prohibitory, al- 
through tho country was admirably adapt- 
ed for raising wheat. Tho rates now on 
upward freight is $20 per ton, and on 
downward .freight §0 per ton. Tho effect 
of tho improvement to navigation , is 
shown by the tonnago, chiefly wheat, 
shippsd during tho last three years :

Lately I applied to the Oregon Steam 
Naviga.tion Company, and they have 
sent me the following returns, which 
brings the statement down to date:

It will be noticed that the quantity 
of freight offering has gradually in- 
creased since tho improvements referr- 
ed to have been made. Here wo have 
a, country lying to the east of the Cas- 
cades fit for the produce of cerfeals, but 
the produce of ^hi^h, ;;up. ,tp;, |>l87^,; 
could not be titilisod on account of the 
difficulty of forwarding it to the front. 
That is precisely the position wo oc- 
cupy in British Columbia; to-day. We 
have a grain-growing country to the 
east of the Cascades, and have not. so 
far, been able'-fo/mpyoVonqJ^us^^ to 
the front, and ' there ' they ::navo 'ifeeen 
compelled to use foreign grain; ug ' to 
the jjresent. The report goes-pn ,,10 • 
say with reference to the iinprovenient 
of the Frasor: 

"These improyerueuts would o])eu 
ub the principal grain-producing region 
of the interior, which may be estimat- 
ed at not less than 200,000 acres, cap- 
able of producing 30,000 tons, of, 
wheat per annum. Now it is a desert,' 
owing to its inaccessibility? 'iiHdfilit^ 
exorbitant rate of freight^.i^ 

Thus wo find that .'a'^'^^mparatively 
small sum expended in ,{Dopi;o,ving.. the 
Fiaser 'River, ttbo,ve Lytton,; would not 
o^ly enable the.^arpiors of.liilloet dis- 

of the Frasor -River up ^ the ;Ques- 
nelle -would: furnish' freight and become 
a feeder to the Railway. Thus, . from 
Lytton, we have a river running 260 
mileg; through a torritorTi >t»n each side 



of which there aire grain-growing lands. 
I know from my own observation, the 
area of good lands is much greater 
than reports and accounts of travellers 
estimate it. The report of the hon. 
the Minister, of , Public Works,, from 
whichI,Tiavo already quoted, comes 
much nearer doing«justico to tho value 
of that seijtion^ of;, British Columbia 
than those of casiial traveller.s. From 
Savona's Ferry, the northern terminus 
of the present contract, wo havo a 
watq^sti^Ci^^ ^6 have navigation^ 
up 'tliQ -Nbrlh /Thompson River, for 100 
miles on each side of which we havo 
considerable tracts of land fit for cul- 
vation. Then we go in a south-easterly 
direction another 100 miles, where wo 
havo another, very good grain-growing 
section of;cbuhtry,-on each side of the 
South River. "Quite " a quantity of 
grain can. also be raised along tho val- 
ley of the Spillamacheeu, which stretch- 
es out in a southerly direction towards 
Lake Okanagan. This valley is very 
low, scarcely above the water-lovel of 
tho lakes, between which it lies. A 
very few thousand dollars will suffice 
to clear out that stream, and enable 
.steamers of two feet tlraught of ''water 
to reach lake Okanagan, thus opening 
up another seventy miles in tho direc- 
tion of the .southern boundary. Thus 
wo see that tho location of this Rail- 
wa}' gives us the advantage of openinjj 
up ourcouiitry 260imiles intone- direc- 
tion, 100 in another, ,and ,,100; in a 
third direction. Wo arc two much in 
the habit, if 1 may use the vulgar term 
of crying stinking li.sh. 1 have heard 
gentlemen on the other side decry our 
country in their ignorance, and, not- 
withstanding what they.,mjght .read in 
the various' reppftVil nc'mv giving uf. 
credit for what good does exi.st in that 
country. Taking up the reports of 
gentlemen travelling through the" coun- 
try, camping out in all weathers, one 
cannot expect to find in them a very 
plea.sant;^ description .of ,th.e -opuntry. 
That is no reason, hpweverjywhy . the 
leading men of the loyal Opposition 
should stand on the floor of this House 
and re.ad by tho hour such reports as they 
think are the most damaging to our 
Province. But, Sir, why should wo 
complaint We are not' alone in this 
matter. Other countries on tho Paci- 
fic coast have been equally misunder- 
stood. In the early settlement of Cali- 
fornia it was declared by farmers, who 
went in there for gold, that there was 
no agricultural land in that state — in 
fact for years they used Chili flour 
there. To-day California exports $16- 
000,000 worth of wheat, a great por- 
tion of which is sent to the British 
Empire. The first men who turned 
their attention to farming there com- 
plained, that the good land was all 
taken up by the missions, and that 
liono was left for settlement. To-day, 
ho^veve^,J^then ai;ea^ js yinerpa^^^ 
cause they find it IS not necessary to 
have land on the levels; even those 
high lands are being put under cultiva- 
tion by a new system of irrigation by 
which a still greater area of land is 
made fit for cultivation. I moan the 
system of tunneling the hills to obtain 
water,,a system; tliat' c^n be made ap- 
plicable to bur bills tts well as those of 
California. Oregon ranks high among 
the grain exportii^g countries whose 
exports of wheat, to-day, are 225,000 
tons. Well ,what was said of Oregon 
by the: first settlers was . siniilar.,' to 
whdtiis .nbSy' said of Britisfi 'C^^^^^^ 
ilr. Keith, who was in charge of the 
Hudson Bay Company's business in 
Oregon, at the time they purchased 
the right to carry on the fur business 
there, wrote to, London to .say that if 
they wished . to^^ caiiry on business 
there they Would haVe to send flour 
out for their employes, as the country 
would not grow anything. Yet, to- 
day, there is, shipped from Oregon 225,: 

000 tons of wheat alone, besides what 
was raised for her own consumption 
and what she shipped to California, in 
which business two lines of steamships 
running to San Franoiseo are engiiged. 
It was said of California that there 
was no agricultural land. The same 
statement was made with regard to 
Oregon, and wo havo heard it made 
hero with regard to British Columbia. 

1 think I am not wrong in saying that 
the hon. member for Lambton said, 
opsone occasion, that there was not'ias 
much dandrjn--.; British , Columbia" as 
\\ ould "ttialie'a good fam. 

Mr. Mackenzie: I never, .saidoiany 
thing of the kind. 

Sir. Barnard: Well, it was some- 
thing near it. 

Mr. Mackenzie: No, it was not 
near it. > ■<■,..;;;; I K 

Mr. Barnard: Perhaps I can recall 
tho incident to tho hon. gentleman's 
recollection. Ho said ho had very 
good authority for the statement, be- 
cause his brother was in British Colum- 
bia and gave him the information. 
Perhaps that will, bring the matter , to 
the hon. gentleman'o recollection, u.^. 
^ I Mr. Jklackenzie: I never said any- 
'thing of the kind., ' ' ' " 

Mr. Barnard: Well, perhaps I am 
wrong. I can understand that a man 
going through that country, for the 
first time, would declare, most unhesi- 
tatingly, that the land ho was walking 
over would yield nothing. I had tho 
same iinpression myself until I saw 
farmers, who had come from countries 
where the value of irrigiitibn was iin- 
derstood, bu^ily.tijling the , land, and 
obtaining large , results. All that is 
requ5r«^^i|'Water, and tliat^we.'fiiicl'_;l}y: 



With 
water you can raise cereals to good ad 
vantagoi Talk about tho country as 
being of no conseqiiouce at all why, even 
tj)e.In4ians.aro bidding, ^Yitll. the.farm 
Qr^''Jof<C>p_6^rio,:and taking^nrfees"froii. 
tliem,lor;^wlieat, as thoy '^itl " at tho 
Centenial Exhibition. Here, in thi.s 
city, at tho Dominion Exhibition a 
medal was awarded to anlndianwhorais- 
ed grain in British Columbia, for thebest 
samplp of jvheat..shpw.fl. .. : HoiaLso.took 
a,medabfoiv;the'lbesti.'samplecofuoatB»at 
the Philadelphia Exhibition. Is it not 
\ypll to hesitate before denouncing, iii a 
wholesale manner, our country? What 
part of the play is it that hon. gentle- 
men opposite aro acting hero. Over 
and over again they take up docu- 
ments, as if our word was; not., to. bo 
dependoil upon, to declare that', there 
is no land in the Proviiice fit for cidti va- 
tion. I never before hoard of a coun- 
try .so traduced by its own people.

The majority in thft Iiouso of lords 
against the bill to legalizo marriage 
witlt a deconaed wifo'a sister was only 
11. All the spiritual pccr-s, with the 
.exception- ■ of the Bishop of Bipon, 
HfftfeQ5l^gain?t:th.e.bill. Tho Princo of 
Wales and the- Dukes of Ediiiburgh 
and Cpnnaught voted for tho bill. Tho 
conservative chief, tlie Eurl of Boac- 
onstield (the Queen's favorite minister), 
and the great liberal duke, the Duke 
of Argyll, fathox"-in-la\y of tho Queen's 
{laagbter, voted against it. There were 
cheers from the supporters of tho bill 
when the numbers wore announced — 
tlie majority being smaller than -was 
anticipated and much smaller than that 
of last year. Lord Houijhton, who 
moved tho socond reading, was very 
spmtedftantlg isapnest. He attributed 
the&ppbsmoW ^ the bill to tho in- 
fluence of tlie Church of England. 
Lord Coleridge characterized tho bill as 
a measure to abolish sistera-in-law, 
because it designated every man's 
sister-in-law a? . the proper parliamen- 
tary successor" 6f 'his wife. The op- 
ponents- relieid oli~ ttvo passages in 
Leviticus; but thoso passages clearly 
pi-ohibit union with "a brother's wife" 
— the possibility of tlin ollenco is limit- 
ed to tho brother's lifetime. At his 
death liis wife is no longer his wife 'but 
\im %cidq\o ; and the Divine law in 
Leviticus does not forbid marriage with 
a brother's widow. TTkrod's oflenco 
was not in marrying his brather 
Philip's widow, but iiis brotlier's wife. 
To whose care could the children of a 
man-'s.fornier wife b(! more safely en- 
trusted than to that of a sister of 
tU^SQead wl)tn\in? Again.st a stepmother 
there exists a prejudice in families — 
almost always unjust. She is looked 
upon a.s an interloper. Frequently slie 
is an entire stranger to tlio children 
towards whom she is called upon to 
supply ■ the place of mpther, and 
the tVsk"is one uiidef whicli many wo- 
men sink. But when the new wife is 
one whom tho children have known 
and loved while their mother lived, who 
sorrowed with them at her death and 
who is drawn towards them by the 
strong ties of aflfuction, sympathy and 
consartguinit}', wo think that she is in- 
tiuitely. to ' be peirforred to tho stranger. 
The"dpjf)'6sitioh grows weaker and weak- 
"or year by year and the day is not dis- 
tant when tho unreasonable prejudice 
which has prevented the passage of the 
measure will bo swept away. Next 
year will pi'obably see the bill become 
law. ^ 

MR. GLADSTONE. 

The telegraph brings more pleasant 
aoj^^boncernjng the heatlth of JL' 
Gladstone. "Tho nature of the seizure 
.is not stated, but it was severe and for 
a time the premier's life was in danger. 
The attack was probably duo to anxie- 
ty caused by the receipt of unfavorable 
news from Afghanistan and the dilato- 
rlness of Turkoy~in"acceding to the de- 
mands of^the Identical note. The re- 
verse there was so unexpected, and the 
check to the government policy so ser- 
ious that the premier's nervous system 
probably gave way. It is difficult to 
see the end of this Afghan business, 
and the wily diplomacy of that restless 
andiinreliable people may break the 
heart of "two or three premiers before 
they are entirely subdued. Mr. Glad- 
stone, upon assuming the reins of gov- 
ernment, threw himself heart and soul 
into the task of " reforming " tho for- 
eign policy of tho nation. It is too 
carly^ as yet, to cry. failure. What has 
happened to him in Afghanistan might 
have happened to Beaconsfield; but 
the "signs " are not encouraging. Mr. 
Gladstone has always been great in 
eloquence, industry, financial genius 
and pabllb's spirit ; but ho has never 
been successful in diplomacy or vigor- 
ous in foreign affairs. His former gov- 
ernment was distinguished for paro- 
chialism, and when tho Conservatives 
came into power England had with- 
drawn almost entirely fi'om European 
affairs. It is plain tiiat the policy of 
tho new government is to withdi'aw 
from active participation in the affairs 
of foreign nations, and in pursuance of 
that policy the step was taken in Af- 
ghanistan which has proved almost 
fatal to a British array and a British 
premier. 

5[R. BARNARD'S RRAllWAY 
SPEECIT.

The measure struck a lieavy blow at 
landlordism Tho landcdgjgeuiCTj bi^ 
terly opposed it, and the ■ 'hbstiliQr lie^ 
tweon landlord and tenant will be in- 
creased by the failure of the lords to 
pass it. In the House of Commons on 
tho evening of the fifth inst. Forster, 
chief secretary for.

A reform in church music is advo 
cated by Mr. Eugene Thayer, tlie well 
known organist, in the .^fusical Rerieu: 
There i.s not room for two opinions as 
to the great value and importance of 
of the right kind of music in religious 
worship. But hovYCJ^er . good may ho 
the nuusic, it loses ' its effect- 'unless 
properly rendered. Mr. Thayer does 
not believe in the exclu.sive quartette 
choirs, whoso showy performances are 
deemed indispensable in most fashion 
able churches. These should give way 
to tho chorna .choir, ?^^hy^might or 
might not include ' a^'quartotte. Pro- 
perly, it should have a quartette, or 
bettor .still, a double quartette, embrac- 
ing one male and four female soloists. 
The chorus should number from .six- 
teen to sixtj-, or even a hundred voices 
according to the size of the |. church. 
Mr. Thayer declares that notwith- 
standing tho existence of half a dozen 
different hymn-books in English, there 
are not 1,600 good hymns in the world, 
and doubts if thei'e are 50 thoroughly 
good ones exclusive of tho chorals. 
"In the opinion of the writer cited, 
"50 hymns, or even half that number, 
are enough for any congregation to 
sing, and very few congregations can 
sing 25 different tunes well. The re- 
form should also extend to the reading 
of tho hymns. Instead of reading 
them through, as is now common, the 
hymn .should be merely announced, 
and the first line or possibly the first 
verse read. In some churches in Gor-S 
many tho names or number.s of the 
hymns to bo sung are posted in some 
conspicuous place, where they can bo 
seen by the congregation. At the 
proper time tho organist begins and 
the congrogation rise and sing without 
further ceremony. Again, the ordinary 
four line hymn tune should be reform- 
ed, becau.so it is incomplete, weak and 
mcaningle.s.s. It is a mere rhythmical 
play on three or four chords. Take a 
hymn of four stanzas. . The . pastor 
reads each slowly through tp, the end, 
then tho organist plays over tho tune, 
and finally it is sung through four 
times. Better than this is tho eight- 
line or double hymn tune. Beat of all 
is tho hymn anthem, wherein each 
stanza has its own musical setting, and 
all are joined into one harmonious 
whole. Tho result'is ono musical com- 
position or melody, instead ,pf the 
monotonous and tedious re'peUtions of 
a fragment of a tunc. The accom- 
plished organist who advocates these 
reforms believes that it is the duty of 
pastors chiefly to bring this matter be- 
fore the people, and arou.se them (o a 
full .sense of its importance.''

Yesterday, at a conference of tlie 
clergy in tho deanery of JMold, held at 
ilold , the Rev- Stephen Gladstone, 
rector of Hawarden (and son of the 
Prime Minister), made an attack on 
the Church of England Sunday school.s. 
HoRiiid he believed no good institution 
was so enormously overpraised as the 
present school system, and he believed 
it did not deserve one hundredth part 
of the praise which it freely bestowed 
upon itself, and which an ignorans 
world of admirers echoed. I'lie meant 
for attaining their objects were so 
utterly inadequate that some clergymen 
refused to have anything to do with a 
system which looked so hollow and 
rotton. Had th.iy never heard of 
Sunday schoolsturned into bear-gardens 
either before or aftor school? How 
often were .schools hindered, if not en- 
tirely upset, by the presence of two 
virtuous but utterly inefiioient teachers 
who lidgetted about, wlio'^took ' out 
their reward in gossiping, in levity of 
conduct, or in the mischievous folly of 
smart dressing ? Thoro was fiomething 
too of bribery and corruption by means 
of undeserved treats and prizes to secure 
the children's attendance and of admit- 
ting all comers, even deserters from 
other schools. He urged them;to , make 
tho centenary a time of radical reform.
